Mi*.  E.  S.  Hinckley  of  the  . Provo 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  was  the-  prin- 
ciple speaker; 

Following  the  clever  reading  of 
“Maggie”  by  Miss  Ethel  Lowry,  the 
speaker  was  introduced  by  Miss  Carol 
Dunn,  who  commented  upon  the  ex^ 
ceptonal  character  and  the  accomp- 
lishments of  Mr.  Hinckley,  a former 
dean  of  this  university. 

Mr.  Hinckley  read  the  poem  “Busi- 
ness Is  Business”  by  Berton  Braley, 
'and  then  read  the  "Inspired  Version 
of  Business,  is  Business”  by  W.  Lord, 
dean  of  the  college  of  business  ad- 
j ministration’  at  the  Boston  University. 
.These  two  poems  ably  illustrated  the

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UPHOLD  LANDMARKS 
SAYS  BISHOP  DIXON 


Last  Wednesday  the  studeity  body 
listened  to  a very  interesting  lecture 
by  Bishop  Aldous  Dixlon.  . Bishop’ 
Dixon  'gave  short  stories  to  illustrate 
each  point  of  his  talk.  His  subject, 
as  .he  announeed.it,  was:  “Destroy  not 
the  landmarks  w*hicht  your  fathers 
have  set.”',  He  enumerated  sOme  of 
the  important  principles  that  the  par- 
ents of  this' generation  have. 'set.  pie 
told  the'  importance  of  each  and  de- 
scribed the  present  tendency  of  doing 
away  withh  old  ideas  and  accepting 
the  new  ories.  “Do  not  think  that  old 
ideds  are  likfc  old  cars  and , that  each 
of  them  needs  to  be  replaced  by  new 
ones,”  was  one  of  Bishop  Dixon’s  re- 
marks. 

“It  might  be  out  of  date,  to  cultivate 
modesty,  but  it  is  a landmark  of  the 
Latter  Day  Saint  people,”  said  Mr. 
Dixon.  He  told  of  the  present  need 
of  modesty  and  the  danger  to  human- 
ity if  this  landmark  was  destroyed. 

Other  landmarks  which  our  fathers 
have  set  were- discussed.^  Among  the 
important  things  the  Speaker  mention- 
ed industry,  self  control,  and  loyalty. 
He  closed  his  lecture  with  this  state- 
ment: “If  you  want  to  take  .home 
thanksgiving  to  your  parents,  itakq 
home  the  evidence  that  you  will  not 
destroy  the  landmarks  they  have  set.”

WORKER  VISITS  “Y”

Relief  fund  and  its  work  in  eastern 
Europe)  and  western  Asia  was  explain- 
ed in  assembly  Monday  morning  by 
MrS:  K.  T.  Allen  of  Walla  Wa\la, 
Washington,"  Wife  o'f?,'E.  / TT  "AtfeiUoF 
\yhitman  co.llege,  who  ;s  chairman  of 
the. movement  in  the  northwest.  She 
was  accompanied  ln»-.E.  C.  New- 
bury; field  director  of  the  drive  from 
Spokane. 

“I  found  the  boys  and  girls  Qver 
there  the  same  as  these  of  our  own 
country,  and  all  the  folks  are  worth 
saving,”  declared  Mrs.  Allen.  Mrs. 
Allen  speht  several  yfcars  in  ' Asia 
Minor,  southerji  Russia,  Seria  and 
Greece  as  ,a  teacher  and,  returned 
later  with  her  family  as  a visitor.  She 
reviewed  the  Work  of  the  Near  East 
Relief  workers  in  these  countries,  de- 
scribing in  detail  some  of  the  worst 
condition^  as  they  exist  today  arid  the 
means  now  being  employed  to. elimin- 
ate the  most.-  undesirable  of  them. 
“There  are  6*0, 000  .children  under  fif- 
teen years  of  age  who  are  beiifg  sup- 
ported by  the  Neat'  Ea-st  Rlief  at  a 
cost  of  seventeen  cents  a day,  dr 
sixty  "dollars  a year.” 

“The  American  people  have  in  this 
work  a .wonderful  opportunity  of 
moulding  and  making  over  civiliza- 
tions and  countries,”  Stated  Mrs.  Al- 
len. “What  the  Near  East  is  tWenty- 
five  years  from  now  is  up  to  us  now. 
.1  would  like  to  see  this  student  body 
support  two  of  these  .foreign  orphans 
for  a year,  for  they  are  the  -vream  not) 
the  scum.  They  ar£  the  best  of  the 
people, who  have  survived  in  their 
long  struggles,  for  existence,”  were 
the  concluding  remarks  of  Mrs. 
Alien. 


City  Editor  of  Tribune 

Lectures  at  Y Monday 


William  Igleheart,  city  editof  of  the 
Salt  Lake  Tribune,  gave  a most 
instructive  lecture  in  the  Little  Thea- 
tre Monday  evening,-  on  “Editing  the 
Day’s  , News.”  Mr.  Igleheart,  who 
was  secured  for  the  evening  by  the  B. 
Y.  U.  English  department,  was  thorr 
oughly  acquainted  with  all  the  as- 
pects of  his  subject  and  cleared  up 
in  the  minds  of  his  listeners  many  of 
the  mysteries  connected  with  the  pro- 
duction of  the  modern  daily  news- 
paper. 

The  first  newspapers  in  this  coun- 
try, published  in  Boston,  were  organs 
of  opinion  and  they  were  'not  used 
then,  as  they  are  now,  for  the  dis- 
semination of  news  apd  information. 

Three  distinct  departments,  said 


Mr.  Igleheart,  comprise  the  newspa- 
per of  today;  namely,  the  editorial 
department,  the  business  office  and 
the  mechanical  department.  Each  of 
these  is  Subdivided  into  several  dif- 
ferent functions  and  units.  “The 
business  office  handles  the  work  of 
delivering  40,000  pieces  of  merchan- 
dise to  the  public  daily  and  on  Sun- 
days, over  70,000  pieces  must  be  dis- 
tributed-,” said  the  speaker.  The 
mechanical  department  is  divided,  in- 
to linotype  machines,  sterotype  mach- 
ines, “ad  alley,”  and  the  press  room. 

Mr.  Igleheart  confined  his  speech 
mainly  to  the  getting  and  handling 
of  the  news.  He  explained  the  vari- 
ous news  and  picture  Services  through

the  work;  a big  rousing  class  party 
has  been  held;  several  “Frosh  'Mix- 
ers’,’ have  been  given;  the  cross  coun- 
try run  has  been  won  and  ' conse- 
quently one  big  turkey  eatert;  a tug 
of  war  across  the  mill-race' was  won 
;by  the  freshmen  together  wjth  . the 
'sophomorps; . and.  one  sophomore 
president  has  been  ditched.  All  these 
things  have  been  accomplished  while 
they  were  still  held  to  the  strict  ad- 
herence of  the  rules.

Last 
year’s  freshfiien  showed  they  were  proud  of 
the  B.  Y.  U.  and  back  of  it  in  everything 
when  325  freshmen  or  over  75  per  cent  of  the 
class,  had  pictures  in  the  Banyan.  Are  we  go- 
ing to  acknowledge  that  we  are  not  as  loyal 
boosters  of  the  “Y”  as  the  sophomore  class? 

Freshmen,  here  is  an  opportunity  for  us 
‘ to  do  something  really  worth  while  for  the 
school.  If  you  ever  did  feel  a spark  of  appre- 
ciation for  the  Brigham  Young  University, 
express  it  now  by  getting  your  Banyan  photos 
taken  before  the  Christmas  holidays.  It  will 
do  more  to  put/the  “Y”  on  the  map  than  all 
the  dances  we  could  give,  rallies  we  could  hold, 
or  football  games  we  could  win.  Let’s  have 
the  freshmen  representation  in  the  Banyan 
a hundfed  per  cent  strong.

RESTRICTIONS  AND  PROGRESS 

Have  the  restrcitions  placed  on  Freshmen 
the  first  part  ,of  this  year  tended  to  suppress 
the  development  of  a good  spirit  among  the 
classes  and  restrain  its  members  in  their  work 
in  classes  and  school  activities?  We  think 
not.  If  a freshman'  forgot  to  wear  his  green 
cap  or  green  ribbon,  a force  of  . sophomore 
police  appeared  and  chastized  the  offender, 
did  he  forsake  the  use  of  the  rear  entrance  and 
make  his  exit  or  entrance  through  the  front 
door  of  the  Education  buildinig,  the  sophs 
were  unceasing  in  their  punishment  for  the 
crime ; or  did  an  unlucky  freshman  fail  to  doff 
the  “turban”  in  devotional,  his  senior  “in- 
feriors” never  slept  until  they  had  exacted  fit- 
ting repentance  from  the  unfortunate.  To 
some  freshmen,  the  upper  classmen  have  ap- 
peared overbearing,  but  these  seemingly  un- 
just actions  have  been  truly  a boon  to  the 
class.  Through  them  the  widely  scattered 
and  unacquainted  freshmen  have  been  united 
into  a compact  body ; by  torment  and  punish- 
ment the'  freshmen  have  teamed  self-reliance ; 
they  have  gained  a knowledge  of  the  school’s 
traditions  and  learned  of  their  own  ignorance ; 
conceit  and  wrong  impressions  have  been 
driven  from'  their  thoughts ; above  all,  they 
have  discovered  their  own  importance  as  a 
part  of  the  institution.  How  much  more 
readily  assimilated  and  welcomed  to  the 


school  is  the  freshman  who  cheerfully  re- 
gards the  early  part  of  his  freshman  year  as 
a necessary  step  in  his  education  than  is  the 
one  of  the  opposite  type.

UNIVERSITY  DANCES 

What  is  the  matter  with  the  B.  Y.  U. 
dances,  or  is  the  fault  with  the  officers?  At 
least,  at  the  last  dance,  several  of  the  most 
prominent  officers  of  the  student  body  came 
in  the  hall,  danced  about  once  and  left  to  at- 
tend the  public  dance  in  the  town.  If  the 
school  dances  are  not  good  enough  to  attend 
who  is  to  blame  ? Are  not  those  same  officers, 
who.  ignore  the  faults  of  the  dances  which 
they  have  in  charge,  by  leaving  them  to  at- 
tend dances  elsewhere,  responsible  for  the  con- 
duct of  the  dances  of  the  student  body ; or 
are  they  mere  figureheads  who  receive  all  their 
instructions  from  the  school  social  committee? 
Many  of  the  students  of  the  school  do  not 
like  the  dances  at  the  “Y”  and  long  to  have 
them  improved-  But  howr  are  they  to  get  ac- 
tion when  the  officers,  who  have  the  socials 
in  charge,  will  not  stay  and  see  the  things 
which  spoil  the  dances  for  so  many  of  the  stu- 
dents? 

The  officers  should  realize  that  many  of 
the  students  of  the  school  are  not  acquainted 
in  town,  and  that  it  is  impossible  for  them  to 
go  to  public  dances  unacquainted  and  find  the 
type  of  a’  good  time  they  wish- to  have.  Cer- 
tainly conditions  at  the  public  dance's  are 
more  favorable  for  an  enjoyable  time  than  at 
the  school  at  the  present  time.  But  the 
chance  a person  inhst  take  in  attending  the 
dances  in  town  is  too  great  for  many,  especial- 
ly the  girls. 

It  might  be  humbly  suggested  by  the  low- 
ly frosh  that  the  student  body  officers  make 
t!ie  dances  good  enough  for  themselves.  If 
they  do  it  is  certain  that  the  great  majority  of 
the  common  students  will  be  better  satisfied 
with  them.

CHINA  AND  JAPAN  SUPPORTS 
AMERICA  ON  DRUG 
QUESTION 

The  American  delegation,  support- 
ed by  those  of  China  and  Japan, 
threatened  to  withdraw  from  the  in- 
ternational conference  for  the  sup- 
pression of  traffic  in  drugs,  unless  the 
reservation,  in  connection  with  the 
parley’s  program  were  accepted. 

A bitter  fight  developed  at  the 
plenary  session  when  the  steering 
committee  presented  a program  limit- 
ing the  scope  of  the  conference  which 
constituted  a serious  check  to  the 
American  project. 

Inasmuch  as  the  recent  opium  con- 
ference failed  to  take  measures  to 
reduce  or  wipe  out  the  production  of 
that  commodity.  Congressman  Por- 
ter insisted  that  the  present  parley 
was  entitled  to  take  up  the  question. 

It  is  impossible,  said  Porter,  who 
heads  the  delegation,  to  limit  the 
production  and  traffic  in  narcotic 
drugs  as  long  as  immediate  produc- 
tion of  prepared  opium  for  smoking 
purposes  in  the  Pacific  countries  is 
permitted. 

Porter  finally  accepted  the  pro- 
gram with  the  reservation  that  he 
could  bring  up  the  question  of  pre- 
pared opium  later.  He  said  that  his 
delegation  had  been  so  instructed  and 
that  unless  they  were  able  to  do.  so, 
the  Americans  could  not  continue  to 
participate  in  the  conference. 

China  and  Japan,  supported  the 
American  position.

HAS  BUT  ONE  KEY

Seattle,  Wash.— -Japanese  typewrit- 
ers that  have  only  "one  key  but  print 
7,026  characters  have  been  installed  in 
the  northwest  Japanese  wholesale 
and  commission  houses.  The  machine 
makgs  carbons,  prints  from  the  bot- 
tom of  the  page  and  from  left  to 
right. 

The  typing  characters  are  . single 
bits  of  steel  adjusted  in  a moveable 
tray  so  as  to  be  pushed  into' contact 
with  a ribbon  above  to  the  paper 
placed  in  readiness  for  the  writing. 

The  Japanese  operator,  generally  a 
man,  often  writes  at  the  rate  of  sixty 
words  a minute.  This  is  twice  as 
fast  as  he  can  write  by  hand.  A di- 
rectory like  a city  street  guide,  helps 
him  find  an  unusual  character.  It 
indicates,  under  the  word  desired,  a 
description  of  the  row  in  which  the 
character  occurs,  and  how  many  let- 
ters up  from  the  bottom  or  down 
from  the  top. 

In  addition  to  the  Japanese  char- 
acters the  English  alphabet  is  tucked 
away  in  one  corner.
